Prohibition in Maine has been on the 
statute books mere tLan thirty years, and 
yet the law is openly violated in many 
cities of the state. This condition of things 
exists also in Kansas, in Iowa, in New 
Hampshire, and in Rhode Island.

to sbske the ct Lfiuci.ee if the public in 
prohibition movement. 
There is another thing vkich segues 
against the present spirit ana purpose o* 
the prohibition party. 
The Wisconsin 
Prohibitionist, the organ of the third 
party in this state, has changed its name 
to the “Northwestern M ail.” 
Why was 
this done? 
I ho Wisconsin Prohibi­ 
tionist is a witness against itself. It as­ 
signs as a reason for this change of name 
that there is a popular prejudice against 
the name “ prohibitionist.” 
Why this 
popular prejudice? Simply because the 
policy of the third party has been ex­ 
tremely narrow anti nothing less than con­ 
temptible.

Cronin’s m urder in Chicago was committed 
under instructions from or with tho a p ­ 
proval of tho order from tho stigma a t­ 
tached to it.

“ At a meeting to l>o hold noxt Monday 
night in Montgomery Hall tho crime and 
its authors will bo officially denounced. 
Tho leaguo is against tho deed, ami it 
would In) glad to assist in any way tho po­ 
lico in their search for tho murderers if it 
had any information. 
I am in a position 
to know positively that tho m urder of Dr. 
Cronin was not committed with tho con­ 
sent or knowledge of tho Clan-na-Gael as­ 
sociation in Chicago. 
Tho crimo was the 
result of a local feud and a personal 
grudge. 
Tho man was killed by personal 
enemies, who acted on private feelings.”

Chicago, May, 31.—Tho m urder of Dr. 
Cronin, 
with 
its attendant 
horrors, 
together with tho veil of mystery which 
shrouds tho conspiracy, receive an added 
melancholy interest with tho public w rit­ 
ings of tho murdered man are brought to 
light. 
Dr. 
Cronin 
owed 
his 
death 
prim arily to the fact that his persistence 
and energy gave him a position as a 
public agitator on Irish questions and a 
tireless foe to malfeasance in offico. 
In 
tho light of tho ghastly tragedy which has 
forever silenced Dr. Cronin’s caustic pen 
and ringing voico his later published utter­ 
ances are of peculiar interest. 
They afford 
an insight into tho man s loyalty to tho 
Irish cause, his energy of purpose aud 
denunciation of treason. 
About six mouths ago Dr. Cronin, in 
company with Messrs. O’Koefo, 
Ahern, 
Mortimer Seanlan, and several other Irish­ 
men, established in Chicago a weekly paper 
called tho Celto-American. 
Dr. 
Cronin 
assumed tho position of editor, which post 
ho held up to tho time of his death. 
Tho 
files of tho Celto-American are therefore 
an interesting record of one phase of the 
victim’s career. 
His editorials ai’o in the main devoted to 
tho political aspect of tho Irish causo and 
show a fam iliarity with events both in tho 
old world and tho new. 
His references to 
dissensions in tho ranks of Irish societies 
are mostly clothed in tem perate language, 
although their frequent recurrence prove! 
that tho author's w riting was often in­ 
spired by tho development of his indo 
pendent investigations. 
But tho most significant feature in a 
perusal of theso writings is tho light 
thrown on Dr. Cronin's relations with Le 
Caron, the informer and British spy. 
In 
every line referring to Lo Caron is a refu­ 
tation of the charge that Dr. Cronin and 
Lo Caron were friends. 
Thoro is not a 
word of defense of tho spy; nothing but 
contempt and loathing expressed in the 
ed ito rs most vigorous English. 
Lo C a r o li D e n o u n c e d . 
Fob. 0, 1889, Lo Caron, the informer and 
spy, receives tho compliments of tho Colto- 
American as follows: 
Tho Times must bo in straits for evi­ 
dence when it fishes up Dr. Le Caron's, 
alias Beach's, yarns. 
It is known that 
searco an Irish nationalist would trust the 
man hero, and when recently he tried to 
enter the Catholic Foresters (an Irish court 
preferably) ho was balked by those who 
knew his game. 
If there bo such an 
organization as he mentions now in exist­ 
ence, it is safe to say Dr. Beach-Lo C’aron- 
swear-big would be kopt on tho outside; 
another proof is that some more recent 
events would bo sworn to by him in his 
bargain and sale. 
Tho story, if true, puts 
Darnell high in tho estimation of honest 
lovers of motherland. 
Indeed, wo believe 
tho Irish chieftain will not shrink ‘if other 
means fail.’ 
Ho will thus rebuke tho 
‘hurlers on tho ditch’ who, at long range, 
criticise him.” 
Feb. IG, 1889, Dr. 
Cronin again tells 
what ho thinks of Le Caron, tho informer 
and spy, in tho following language: 
“ Hero is a scoundrel first taking tho 
m ilitary oath of America only to do E n­ 
gland’s work in pointing out our weak­ 
ness, should he discover any; then he take} 
tho military oath of Fenianism, only ta 
betray tho honest men who trusted himj 
then, as ho claims, he takes tho obligation 
of the Clan-na-Gael organization, which I 
only saved from destruction, as he shows, 
by the ‘split’; for, as ho could not ‘serve 
two masters’ (he served the devil a n i ono 
other master well), bo stuck by ono ‘sido,’ 
of course taking any further cath de­ 
manded by it. 
Then he loom3 up as tho 
trusted friend and confidant of Parnell, 
Egan, Dillon, Finerty, Devoy and others 
whoso confidences ho prepares for tho 
English market, all tho while regularly 
drawing his rem ittance through the Braid­ 
wood postoffice.

THE LATE GENERAL SHERIDAN. 
veiling ceremonies tho children of Gen. 
Sheridan visited tho cemetery and added 
their fiowors to tho heap that had been 
thrown upon the great hero’s grave. 
Tho Loyal Legion commandery of tho 
District of Columbia, of which Gen. Sheri­ 
dan was a member, was represented by the 
commander, Senator Manderson, tho re ­ 
corder, M ajor AV. I*. Huxford, UT. S. A., 
and a committee. 
Tho Horal tribute from 
tho commandery placed on tho gravo was 
iii tho form of Gen. Sheridan’s battle flag 
of crimson immortelles and white flowers, 
with a gilt staff resting on an easel of 
smi ax and asparagus vines. 
When tho last strains of thodirgo played 
by tho Marine hand died away a veteran 
of tho old guard pulled tho rope that de­ 
tached tho fastenings and tho flags that 
covered tho monument foil to tho ground. 
Just at that moment tho members of tho 
AVomnn’s Belief corps threw a shower of 
roses upon tho gravo. 
This ended tho 
simple ceremony. 
Tho monument is u plain, broad granite 
shaft of sharp and strong outline, upon 
tho face of which rests tho bronzo medal­ 
lion of Sheridan. 
Tho bronzo medallion 
shows Sheridan in bas-relief, framod in a 
laurel and palm wreath with tho head 
quarters flag for a 
background. 
Just 
enough of 
tho shoulders and chest is 
shown to display tho General’s uniform and 
m ilitary decorations of distinction. 
Tho 
artist has caught cho most fam iliar ex­ 
pression of Sheridan’s face —a look of 
strength without sternness— and tho whole 
poso of tho head, without seeming con­ 
strained, is Indicative of tho determination 
and ruggedness which 
were so char 
acterLstic of tho aggressive soldier. 
Tho 
likeness is excellent and tho design is in 
most perfect taste, suited in its strength 
and simplicity to the character of tho man 
whoso life it commemorates. 
Tho flag that forms tho background is 
gracefully arranged in folds and tho olToet 
of tho curves is heightened by tho rigid 
flagstaff which diagonally projects at tho 
top and bottom from beneath tho draper}*. 
Two corded tassels depend at tho loft of 
tho flag from tho spear-liko top of tho 
stair. 
Tho medallion rests against tho 
granite shaft about twenty feet from tho 
ground. 
The shaft stands lo foot high and has a 
massive appearance. 
Tho base is I) foot (J 
inches broad. 
Tho bas-relief is IO feet 
from tho ground. 
Tho monolith, which is 
of polished granite IO feet 0 inches high, 
weight 15 tons. 
Tho total weight of 
monolith and baso is 23 tons. 
At St. Mathew’s church mass was ccle- 
b aa ted at 9 o’clock for tho roposo of the 
soul of tho lute Gen. Sheridan, and for tho 
soldiers who fell in battle. 
Tho veterans of tho late war turnod out 
in good force to make their annual pil­ 
grimages to Arlington,' tho Soldiers’ home, 
and other grounds whcro tho remains of 
their old comrades rest, and to pay their 
tribute of respect ami affection in the 
shape of Coral offerings and suitable cere­ 
monies. 
Tho statues of Garfield aud other dead 
loaders in tho war wero tastefully adorned 
with flowers and, bunting, and thero was a 
plentiful display of tho national colors in 
all parts of tho city. 
The procession to Arlington was tho 
foaturo of tho day. 
Several hundred old 
veterans, many carrying their muskets, 
and othors bearing sticks capped with 
small flags, wero escorted by tho District 
National 
guard iii tho march to tho 
National cemetery.

Tho Grand Army had concentrated tts 
efforts upon Arlington and tho ^ceremonies 
thoro wero upon a larger scalo than else­ 
where.

She well remembers the struggle be 
tween the love of her country and that of 
her child. 
We eau see the 


broader, deeper, and docs more honor ! end yet nearly all are willing to put it 
than loud acclaim. 
Every soldier lying J off into the future. 
in yonder graves is a victor. 
Some may 
have fallen in a lost battle but the foe 
never overcame bis spirit. That spirit 
says to us in its un se) tisanes*: “ Praise 
not us: we did our simple duty; if there 
is anything in our conduct that is noble 
and that is aa example for mea, see that 
you profit by it.” As I said before that 
war to some of us is in history and the 
name of everyman that participated iu 
it, to preserve his country, is set in the 
halo that surround* this republic. We 
can best show our gratitude t o them by 
seeing that in our day aud generation 
that halo is never dimmed. 
We proba­ 
bly never shall be called into a civil war. 
Numerous ties now bind together the 
states as a nation. We are indeed one 
people. 
No sectional question is before 
a s. 
Bands of iron as well as love hold 
us together. 
California exchanges hand 
shakes with Maine; Lontsiana with Min­ 
nesota. 
Anomalous as it may be it is the 
result of war; 
INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS. 
Our country is in the front rank of the 
nations of the world; brought there by 
the heroism and patriotism of 
these 
whose graves we ^decorate. 
We of this 
generation find it established. We have 
not spilt a drop of blood. We come into 
an inheritance. 
Let us ever do justice 
to those ancestors who have worked out 
the inheritance. 
Even a simple review 
ofjthe benefits received would go beyond 
the limits of this address. 
We are apt 
to look at the war of the Rebellion as 
having only abolished slavery and done 
away^with the vicious portion of the 
“StatesRights Doctrine.” It went farther 
than that, it was of almost incalculable 
good to us as related to our foreign pol­ 
icy. 
It put us before tfce world as a na 
tion and not a confederacy. 
It brought 
out our elements of permanency. When 
thirteen little republics joined hands a 
century ego, the monarchies of the world 
said it was an experiment that it would

We see the aged father 
leaning on the white stone that marks 
the resting place of his son. thinking in 
sadness and di apl oi talent of bis great 
loss, tempered and softened by the glory 
of a sacrifice upon the country’s altar. 
We see the widow and the fatherless 
children gazing fixedly upon one little 
heap of earth, we know that war was the 
cause. We see upon our streets the vet­ 
eran that left a leg or an arm upon 
the hills of Gettey burg. 
We pause in ad • 
miration as we see a scarred and maimed 
scliier pass, and think bow he stood like 
a granite statue in the fa ie of a confed­ 
erate charge at Antietim. Bot with all 
these illustrations before us we probably 
fail to comprehend the real horrors of a 
mighty war like that of the rebellion. 
When I was invited to make this ad­ 
dr ;es the thought occurred to me that 
there might be a special appropriateness 
in calling upon one of the generation 
after the war; that it might take an activo 
part in glorifying the memory of those 
who laid down their lives not from sel­ 
fishness but for posterity. Like customs 
of old let the habit of the obseivance of 
this day be handed from father to son, 
from generation to generation. 
Words 
cannot do the dead sufficient honor. 
For a quarter of a century men have been 
vieing with each other in their efforts to 
say something.that would do them greater 
honor than anything that had before 
been said—no one bas ever claimed to 
have reached the climax. Is there any 
word in the English language that can 
do justice to the man who 'is willing to 
lay dowu his life to make solid the foun­ 
dation of a good principle ? 


c a n w e a n a l y z e p a t r io t is m ? 
For thousands of years orators have 
spoken and poets sung in praise of the 
heroism and devotion of the soldiers of 
his country. Taking all that bas been 
said and sung and yet there is in every 
heart an indefinate feeling and nnexpres- 


tbat there woald be no central figure 
whose whole interest lay in the preserva­ 
tion of a single government. 
That is, 
that a repnblio was an idea without a 
governing force. Their soldiers fought 
because they had to fight. 
THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON 
once said that the British oommon sol­ 
diery was the (scum cf England. They 
little knew of the sentiment in the breast 
of the free citizens of this Nation. They 
did not think that hundreds and thou­ 
sands of the high born—the nobility of 
this country—would consecrate 
their 
lives to its preservation. 
They bcd to 
coneonpt aud impress the it fighting men, 
and employ others who looked upon war 
as a profession. 
They were astonished 
when Abraham Lincoln simply called to 
hear the answer go back on tho next 
breeze “ We are coming Father Abraham 
three hundred thDUsand strong.” Of 
what significance was that to England, 
for instance, who had only twenty-live 
thorn and Englishmen at the great battle 
of Waterloo. 
But notwithstanding that 
they misjudged us, because of their ar­ 
dent hope. 
When war was declared they 
cried oat “ The great vessel of the Re­ 
public is upon tho rocks.” Immediate­ 
ly they attempted to take advantage of 
our complications. Within a few months 
France, England and Mpain entered into 
a treaty that had for its secret purpose 
our injury. 
The purpose was carried 
out by France—not by the oommon peo­ 
ple for they were our friends—but by the 
French government in the person of 


NAPOLEON I I I ., 
a few year* later an outcast from his ow 
country. 
Napoleon earned Archduke 
Maximilian, of Austria, to be crowned as 
Maximilian J., Emperor of Mexico. It 
was a most contemptible act bat one ap­ 
proved by many of the governments of 
Europe. The successive victories of the 
federal arms closed even France first to 
hesitate and then to disavow its apparent 
intention. The Empire of Mexico that 
had stood only in ncme began its rapid 
diBsointion 
with 
Lee's 
surrender 
at 
Appomat)X. 
Poor 
Maximilian/ 
misled 
by 
the 
glitter 
of 
a 
promise! 
throne, 
lost 
bis 
lite 
in Napoleon’s 
miserable 
attempt to 
gain a footing on this continent. I call 
this to mind that we may remember how 
the heroes cf this day re-established and 
enforced the “Monroe Doctrine.” 
That 
war made us tho dictators of the policy 
of this continent. 
If we recede from 
that position be it to our shame, and let 
os put the blame upon the weakness of 
any administration that loses the hold, 
but give full credit to (he men who 
fought and brought us to it. 
CANADA. 
Let us ask if we have not been taught 
by the lessons of the war and the last 
quarter of a century, that it is now time 
to agitate the extension of the “ Monroe 
Dootnne”—the adoption of a new prim 
oiple for that matter ? Should acy Euro­ 
pean government have a footing upon 
this continent? Should we not have a 
settlement with England in regard to our 
relations with Canada? When you vete­ 
rans were fully occupied ic fighting to 
preserve the Union, when every nerve of 
this country was strained in tho effort to 
supply forces, money and material for 
war, Great Britain made a demand on us 
that I, for one, cannot overlook. 
She 
said that we must concede to her claims. 
S te desired some pretext to aid the Re­ 
bellion. 
The governing powers or ru l­ 
ing classes of England favored the Re­ 
bellion and held out as an inducement 
for its contin nance and as an encourage­ 
ment to greater efforts, on the part of the 
south, the promise that they would soon 
acknowledge the independence of the 
confederacy. She purchased their bonds 
and built them ships. 
Had it not been 
for the policy of England there would 
have been fewer graves for you to deco­ 
rate to-day, and more veterans to deco­ 
rate them. 
I mention these things not 
to engender hatred, 
FOR GREAT BRITAIN 
has had and will have a vast share in the 
civilization of the world, and as between 
two nations so progressive there should 
be no hatred. I mention them to show 
that England has no reason to complain 
if we adopt a policy that may be against 
her interests. She did all she could to 
lessen oar territory, can she find fault if 
we lessen hers ? I believe that it is the 
destiny of the United Stated to have no 
foreign territory between us and Alaska. 
I believe that the people of the United 
States and Canada are prepared for a 
political union, and that Great Britain’s 
claim should be released. In tho fisheries 
trouble we have weekly harassed Canada. 
That is stupid. 
No American vessel ha* 
been seized except under anthority of a 
British Hag. 
Negotiations are earned 
on with Canada only through the British 
foreign office, lf Great Britain assumes 
to aot let us look to her for satisfaction. 
This docs not mean war. 
War is to be 
avoided, and it has been said that the 
best way to avoid it is to be well prepar­ 
ed. 
The fault of the rebellion might be 
the accomplishment of the result without 
the loss of life. 
England would have 
nothing to gain in contesting the union 
of Canada with ourselves. 
THE NEGRO. 
The rebellion wa9 a sad calamity. Sad 
in its effect upon the individual, but as 
a cation it was truly a baptism of blood 
from which we arose regenerated. 
And 
like the Lew life we are confronted with 
many problems for solution. That was 
unlike acy other war in history, in its 
cause—others have been against foreign­ 
ers to prevent encroachment, or to ac­ 
quire power—this was against brothers 
to prevent separation; in its effect, be­ 
cause of the conditions it has placed up­ 
on as. The soldiers of the union, dead 
and living, did a grand wotk, but they 
have 
left 
for 
generations 
that 
follow many difficult 
political, 
so­ 
cial, 
and 
economic 
questions 
over the answers to whioh great political 
battles will be fought. One of the great­ 
est qnestiobs you have left, and one that 
is nearly associated with the war, and 
one that should be met soon and honestly 
solved is tie political and social assimi­ 
lation of the negro.

Three brief days made considerable 
difference with the verdict in the Ab- 
botl-Burpeo cese. 
Some timd ago, as 
bas already been said, Mr. Burpee or­ 
dered three carloads of lumber from 
Abbott & Hastings, of Oconto, for to­ 
bacco boxes. 
He had used only a part 
of the lumber when complaint was made 
that it was too wet. 
He wrote Abbott 
& Hastings telling them to take back the 
shipment as it was worthless. Thay sold 
the shipment to Fifield Bros, and then 
applied to.Mr. Burpee for payment for 
the lumber already made up into boxes. 
He refused to pay, on the ground that his 
rosiness bad been injured more than the 
[umber was worth. 
In their verdict, the jury held Mr. 
Burpee responsible for all the lumber 
taken from the first shipment. 
The 
second and third shipment, it was held, 
could not be taken into consideration, 
as the sixty days notice required had not 
been given, both shipments having been 
received a few days after tho limit of 
tlmo was passod.

After they sot the old man 
down, and tho boy lay wounded on tho 
floor, they entered tho room and carried 
away Mr. Pugh’s trunk, which contained 
considerable money.

"When left alone the boy slipped out.
